HI. ExtraB of a Letter of Dr. Chr. Hunter, M.2>. 
to 'Dr. J. Woodward, % S. S. from Durham, £<- 
Vmg an Mount of a Roman Infer •iption, lately 
dug up in the North of England 5 with fome Hi- 
fiorical and Chronological Remarks thereon. 

THE Infcription which comes herewith, (Fig. II.) 
was dug up, two Years ago, in the Roman 
CASTR UM, near LancheBer ; The Infcription 
is very legible, and gives me reafon to hope, a Search 
after rhe mil Fortifying this Place will not be unnecef- 
fary ; efpecially, being able to fix the Time of GordUn* 

Repair- 
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Repairing this Fortrefs, to the 243 d Year of Chrift. 
We may reafonably afcnbe the Foundation to the pru- 
dent Adrniniltrauon of Julias AgricoU., in the Reign of 
Ft, Fefpajian, about 1 69 Years before. In Confirmation 
of this, I find the following Particulars very material, 
and think it not unbecoming to begin my Enquiry with 
yefpafiahh firft Appearance upon the Theatre of Fame 
in Britain. 

In the Second Year of the Emperor CL AUDIV S, 
Ann. Dow. 44 the Romans invaded Britain, under the 
Command of Aulus Piautius, in which Expedition Fe* 
ffdfim *, then Legate of the Second Legion, made a glo- 
rious Figure ; having been engaged in no lefs than thirty 
Battels, and reduced two powerful Provinces, above 
twenty Towns, and the Ifle of Wight. All thefe Suo 
cefles, tho' continued with good Improvements in fbmc 
of the following Years and Governments, could not 
frighten the Natives into an entire Submiflion ; efpe- 
ciaily, no Advance being made into the Country of the 
Brigantes, till the Advancement of Vefpajian to the Im- 
perial Throne, about %6 Years after, Ann. Dom. 70. 
Then the whole Empire was deliver'd from the Mifcries 
of Nero's, and the fhort but lamentable Devaluations 
of the three fucceeding Reigns: Fefpafan then refolv'd 
to puih on his begun Conquefb in Britain ; choice 
Armies, commanded by experienced Generals, are lent 
over ; and the XX h Legion, having in the preceding 
Troubles a<3ed feditiouily, (-not without Difficulty ) 
was reduced to fubmit to Fcfpafian ( moft of the Offi- 
cers as well as Soldiers having been advanced by Fh 
tcUius ), Julius Agricola is conftituted Legate, who, under 
the Governour Pe filius Cerealis, bore a confiderable Share

Tacitus afterwards in a few Words funis up the Whole 
of Cerealis his Acquisitions, f c Terrorem ftacitu intu- 
4< lit Petilius Cerealis , Brig&ntum Civitatem, (\\x nu- 
" merofiflima Provincfe totius perhibetur, aggtelfus ; 
muka pradia, & aiiquando non incruenta ; magnam- 
que Bngantum partem aut vi&oria amplexus, \ aufc 
bello. /Notwithlfanding thefe Advantages, I dare not 
fuppofe the Romans to have then penetrated fo far into 
this Province as our Longovicum, which is fituace (b 
near the Northern Bounds of thsBrigawes, that at pre- 
fent it's not diftant above twelve Miles from Corhridge, 
the Pvoman CWm, the chief Town of the adjoining Peo* 
pie the Qtadini. I now advance to my principal Mo- 
tive, ( I hope its Length may deferve Pardon, being utir 
der no Obligation to account for the Government of 
Jul. Frontinus Succeflbr to Cerealis ) to fix upon the fe- 
cond Year oVjulius Agricotis Government for thi Work, 
which T ac it us thus defcribes, || " Sed ubi ./Silas adve- 
"nit contralto Exercitu — loca Caitris ipfe capere, 
" aeftuaria ac fylvas ipfe prsetentare: & nihil interim 
apud Holies quietum pati, quo minus fubins Excur- 
fibus popularetur j atque ubi latis terruerat, pareea- 
" do rurtus irritamenta Pacis oftentare.

u ftium expugnatum, aut pa<5Hone aut fug&'delertum. 
AgticoU, this Summer, having quieted fo large a 
Tra^l, and finiftied fo many FortreiTes, it cannot be ex* 
pe<3ed all fhould be built with the moft exquifite Art, 
{Sufficient to perpetuate them. I proceed to Gordians 
Repairs 5 whofe Hiftorian Julius C&fitolinus having ne- 
ver once named Britain, yet giving fo many Hints of 
the excellent Oeconomy of his Government, under the 
prudent Administration of his Father in- Law Mijitheus, 
I dare not fix this Work till the Third Year of his- Reign* 
He having before been under the Direction of the Eu- 
nuchs and Officers of the Court, whom Captolinus 
reprefencs, in Mifitheus his Le ter to (UrdUn, to have 
jKoftituted all Employments to their own Coveioutiiefs 
and mercenary Creatures.
